EXPRESSES SURPRISE. 


"I am a little bit surprised that any 
citizen of Oakland should run to the 
courts for protection against thn cltv 
council," said Everhart. "I am a lit- 
tle bit surprised that such 
reliance 


should be placed in th<> courts in a 
matter of this kind. 
We have seen 
the courts invoked 'by the owners of 
capital against the unions, hare Been 
tho Judiciary disgraced by 
unjusti- 
fiable use of Its Injunction 
powers. 
The menace of the courts is one of the 
thing* which must eventually be re- 
formed In this land. 


"But 
the right of the legislative 
body to perform Its dntlt-s as it sees 
them is Inherent In the very basis of 
government, and should be carefully

Xot only was the whole 
ticket elected, but th- Democrats elected two of the 
men and came within an ace of carrying the other two d>«»cts- " 
they have not captuied the Legislature they came very close to.it. 


If the Democrat-c victorv is not complete the Republicans suf- 


• fered a reverse all along the line. The same percentage of loss and 


gain exhibited in Vermont and Maine will turn the other New Eng- 
land States over to the Democrats.

"Fighting Boh" Evans has revived the plea for adequate naval 


protection for the Pacific Coast by permanently stationing in its 
waters an efficient fleet of at least sixteen battleships and all that 
goes with them as ar. imperative necessity for the safeguarding of 
The interests of our people. AVhon the doughty admiral, who is now 
on the retired list, entered -he Golden Gate at the head of a fleet ot 
sixteen battleships :md an auxiliary squadron of destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats, the question of providing the Pacific Coast with a fleet 
of battleships at least-equal in strength to that stationed oft the 
Atlantic Coast was a lead ng topic of discussion. 
But the battle- 


ships sailed from these shores to return by the western route to the 
Atlantic Coast, where thev are not needed and this inadequately 
fortified coast has since been compelled to content itself with the 
protection which an infer! ,r naval force of eight armored cruisers 
can give it. And yet here is an exposed coast line equal m length 
to that of the Allan: ic seaboard and which, although it has a compara- 
tively small populrtion, h is behind it infinite natural wealth and 
resources open to the invasion and seizure by any naval power with 
•which we may at any time become involved in war. 


"Fighting Bob""has the correct idea of the protective wants of 


the Pacific Coast. He ha- recently had an opportunity of person- 
ally studying some of the special resources of this State and has 
marveled'at their value an<' importance, not only as a local resource, 
•but as a great national as-ct, in the proper protection of which the 
whole nation is d redly -ntcrcstcd. 
Admiral Evans also realizes 


how incompetent -he Pacific Coast land defences are to resist in- 
vasion unsupported by a powerful fleet of battleships. 


Every exposed point on the Atlantic seaboard is am1 ply pro- 


tected by land foitifications of great strength. That coast is not 
menaced by any ir reign pjwer. But nine-tenths of the naval forces 
of the nation are .isscmbl -d there, although not as necessary there 
as the assignment of a strong fleet is on this coast. In fact, the most 
arduous duties of the An-erican \\arships on the Atlantic seaboard 
are of strictly spct tacular order and half the rime most of the ships 
swing icllv to their moorings within easy reach of the scene of aris- 
tocratic social acfvitics i-i which their officers have multitudinous 
opportuntics of di -playinp their gold braided uniforms and devoting 
their energies to social c inquests rather than to the more serious 
purposes for whii h warships are built and equipped. There are 
fewer opportunities for 
- ocial gaieties on the Pacific Coast, it is 


true, but there is a broader field for earnest naval work than exists 
on the eastern co is-t. 


Tong Wars and Their Remedies. 


The foundati in has icen laid within the past few days for an- 


other of tho-c -.ong war- which periodically break out among the 
Chinese pop<i!ati< n of tl e State, disturbing its peace, resulting in 
the shedding of human Mood ar.d making a laughing stock of ou 
laws and the adn inistrat on of justice. The tong war now pending 
has started, as nearly ;.l of them have started in the past, in thr 
Chinese quarters in San i-'rancisco. The deadly feud begun in tha 


' city has been ca-ried to Oakland and Sacramento and is liable t< 


involve all other cities n the State where Chinese colonies hav 
been established. 


California h; s put 
iv> with these tong wars for nearly sixt; 


vcars. They have multi-.licd simply because the State has not prop 
erlv exercised it 
1- authoi ty. The organization and maintenance o 


tongs have heen tolcrati d, although the police authorities of ever 
community in the State know that they are not created and main 
tained for lawful purport ard that their members are professional 
assassins and blackmailers banded together for the accompl shment 
of common ends in whii h respect for the laws of the land in which 


"they live cuts absolute!} no figure. When their feuds run afoul of 


established law then tin ir own tribunal—an imperium in imperio— 
steps in, settles the tonp differences and the murders for which they 
are responsible on a strictly monetary basis and protects those 


•hose, hands have been stained in blood from the consequences of 


their crimes. 
Justice. ;.-* administered by the regularly corstituted 


urts of the land, is m ule a mockery and defeated, and temporary 


peace reigns only until -uch time as a new cause for trouble arises, 
when history repeats it,elf. 


That the tongs and their officers, headquarters and the person- 


nel of their membership are known to the police authorities of every 
community harboring a Chinese colony, is a wel -established fact. 
When a victim of a tong feud falls the mistake ma le is to hold only 
such persons as actually committed the crime. Tong wars will 
never be suppressed until means are provided to he Id the entire tong 
responsible for the crime committed in its name, for no tong war 
was ever started in this .State that was not cou itcnar.cecl by the 
tong and approved by its officers. If the laws arc -ot broad enough 
to apply to the whole organization they should be made to apply in 
cases where crimes arc committed in the name of the tong- and for 
the accomplishment of the long's ends. As the tonp now exist 
every member of a tong is accessory to the murcl:r of the member 
of any rival tong. The organization of tongs shr uld be absolutely 
prohibited under the severest penalties and mem icrship in a tong 
should be made a lawful cause for deportation.

tions can only be suppressed by drastic laws. Pn sent laws provide 
no remedy and arc, therefore, ineffective.
